42, en ai: Þe Kings Moſt Excellent Majeſty baving found it neceſſary 


during the pꝛelent Mar, to raiſe moze Doulviers, and to foꝛm them 


into Regiments, and diſpoſe of them in ſeveral Nuarters until 
„there ſhould be occaſion foz their Service againſt the Enemy; And 
WH = . 557, being deſirous that duxing their continuance in their Quarters no 
ind of Rudeneſs 02 Mildemeanour ſhould be committed by any of 
reis Souldiers to the grievance oz diſſatisfaction of any of His Sub- 
ANA no fats; Hath thought fit, by Advice of His Pꝛivy Council, to Publiſh 
this His Nopal Pꝛoclamation, and doth hereby ſtraightly Charge and Command all and 
every the Dfficers in any Troops oz Regiments that they fozthwith repair unto their 
ieveral and relpective QAuarters, and continue and abide there without pꝛeluming to de- 
part from thence ijſleſs His Majeſties Licenſe in that behaif under His Royal Sign 
Manual thall be firſFhad and obtained. And His Majeſties further Pleaſure and expꝛels 
Command is, That all Officers and Souldiers do take ſtrict Care that no Uiolence oz 
Injury be offered to any of His Majeſties Subjects either in their Perſons oꝛ Eſtates, 
Noꝛ any kind of Diſozder committed o2 ſuffered within the ſeveral Quarters : And fo 
the better pꝛevention of all Abules' of this kind, His Majeſty doth hereby require all 
and every His loving 9 when and as often as they Wall receive any kind of Jn- 
jury 02 Abuſe from any of the Souldiers under His Majeſties Pay, fozthwith to make 
their Complaints unto the Officer, oꝛ Officers: under whom luch Souldiers lhall ſerve 
which Officer upon ſuch Complaint made ſhall immediately relieve the Complainant 
oꝛ otherwile , wherein the caſe (all ſo require, deliver up the Offender to the Civil Ma- 
giſtrate, to be pꝛoceeded againſt accoꝛding to Law : And ik upon ſuch Complaint made, 
the Complainants (hall not find a pꝛelent ſatisfaction and redꝛels, oz a delivery ok 
the Offender as afozelaid, That then they cauſe Pnfozmation thereof to be given 
to ſome Juſtice of the Peace, Who (ball take the lame upon Dath, and certifie it 
unto one of His Majeſties P2incipal Decretaries of State, to the end the ſame may 
be bꝛought bekoze His Majeſty, who will Gracioufly vouchlake to hear the matter 
Himlelf, And not onely give the Petitioner a full and ample relief, But likewiſe 
ſeverely puniſh the Officer who hall be found to have been negligent in his Duty, 


oꝛ (hall ſuffer any juſt Complaint to paſs without a- due and timelp redzeſs. And 


it is His Majeſties Pleaſure, That this Pꝛoclamation be let up, and remain affired- 


in all MParket-Towns Within this Kingdom.
